Differing Parties Un 
able To Reach Agree- 
m e n t ; Manage­ 
ment Said To 
Be Issue. 


G. 0. P. Chairmanship 
Hangs Fire; Demo­ 
crats Have Large 
Slate For Com­ 
mittee. 


Settlement of the differences be­ 
tween the receivers of tho Buttonwood 
Orchard Farms’ Company and II. N. 
Gitt, trustee, and S. G. Spangler, a 
lien creditor, seeking to set aside 
confirmation of the sale of the prop­ 
erty in the upper end of the county, 
had not been roached today. 
Although 
an 
agreement out of 
court was predicted Tuesday, it is said 
by 
attorneys 
interested 
that 
the 
parties on both sides of the litiga­ 
tion fence are as far apart as ever. 
Operation of the five farms in Hunt­ 
ington and Latimore townships dur­ 
ing the present litigation is said to 
be the stumbling block in the path 
of a settlement. 
Seeks Good Title 
II. N. Gitt, trustee, who purchased 
the Buttonwood Orchard Farms’ Com­ 
pany last September at a receivers’ 
sale, was said by attorneys to have 
!**en willing to make liberal allow­ 
ance for the operation of the five 
farms, pending settlement of the pres­ 
ent count matter, so that eventually 
he may secure a “good” title to the 
properties he purchased. 
Tho three receivers, appointed by 
the court, are said to be unwilling- 
irig to continue the operation of the 
farms because of the uncertainty a t­ 
tached to the business, making it al­ 
most impossibly, it was stated, to hire 
farmers and orchardists to look after 
the extensive agricutural and horti­ 
cultural interests of the five farms. 
Mr. Gitt is said to have made the 
proposition that he would give the re­ 
ceivers all stock and equipment on 
the farms, which he purchased recent­ 
ly as trustee for the use of the re­ 
ceivers, if they would operate the 
farms until the present court m atter 
is settled. 
One of the attorneys in the pres­ 
ent litigation today said a settle­ 
ment was not imminent, nor would he 
predict what report would be made to 
Judge D. P. McPherson in court here 
Thursday. 
It was said that it is entirely likely 
that the court will direct the three re­ 
ceivers to continue the operation of 
the farms pending the outcome of the 
litigation. 
April I was the day on 
which the properties in the concern 
were to have been turned over to Mr. 
Gitt as trustee. 
His action in court here last Sat­ 
urday in usking that confirmation of 
the sale to him be set aside was based 
on the allegation that the receivers 
were not empowered to sell the But­ 
tonwood Orchard Farms’ Company 
fixe and divested of all liens and en­ 
cumbrances. 
He was joined in his action by Mr. 
Spangler, who contended, as a lien 
creditor of the Buttonwood Orchard 
Farms’ Company, that his interests 
as a creditor would be jeopardized if 
the confirmation were consummated as 
returned to the court. 


With interest in state-wide poli­ 
tics ebbing somewhat with the passing 
of the last day to file nominating pa* 
pers in Harrisburg, interest of poli­ 
ticians in Gettysburg and Adams 
county is turning to strictly local con­ 
tests. 
Among Republicans in Adams coun­ 
ty interest centers upon the election 
of a county chairman and members 
of the Republican county committee. 
Democrats have only to elect county 
committeemen, the chairman of that 
party being elected, in turn, by the 
men and women named to the county 
committee. 
The difference in the form of elect­ 
ing a county chairman between the 
Republican and Democratic ranks lies 
within the constitutions of the two 
parties. 
It has been customary in 
recent years for the voters to elect 
the chairman of the Republican coun­ 
ty committee, but in the Democratic 
party the committeemen meet short­ 
ly after their election and choose the 
man who shall be their chairman. 
J. I*. Oyler Undecided 
J. Price Oyler, 
Gettysburg, tho 
present chairman of the Republican 
county committer, was elected dry tho 
committeemen, when Robert C. Miller, 
his predecessor in office, resigned to 
become postmaster here. 
Although 
ho expected to be a candidate for re- 
election, Mr. Oyler today said he was 
not yet ready to announce his candi­ 
dacy. 
Aspirants for committee positions 
in each of the two major political 
parties have until April 20 in which 
to file nominating papers at the office 
of the county commissioners. 
Elec­ 
tion of the committeemen takes plato 
at the primary eleetion in May. 
Already seven Democrats and three 
Republicans have filed nominating pa­ 
pers at the commissioners’ office for 
committee positions. 
No papers have 
yet been filed for the Republican coun­ 
ty chairmanship, and as yet none aro 
in circulation, so far as can be learned. 
7 Democrats File 
Of the seven Democrats who havcj 
filed, five are seeking positions as 
committeemen and committeew'omeit 
from tho First Ward. They are Wil­

This became known today 
when local coal dealers said the usual 
April first reduction of from fifty to 
seventy-five cents a ton on anthracite 
cool will not go into effect this year. 
“We must pay tho same price for 
the coal and can only cut the price 
when the one raters give us a reduc­ 
tion,” one local coal man said this 
.morning.

Local dealers say tho supply of 
hard coal on hand just about meets 
the demand. 
The mines are sending 
out coal, not as ordered, but pro rata 
among dealers throughout the coun­ 
try, so that no one retailer has large 
stocks of nut, stove arni red ash on 
hand. 
Local prices of anthracite are $14.50 
for nut and stove sizes and $15.50 for 
the red ash anthracite. 
Many householders formerly laid in 
their winter’s supply of coal in the 
spring and summer 
months 
when 
prices w'ore usually shaded in pre­ 
vious years, but that custom is ex­ 
pected to be foregone this year, with 
prices remaining the same as in the 
winter. 
Present prices of anthracite aver­ 
age from fifty to seventy-five cents a 
ton higher than those asked at the 
beginning of the strike last Septem­ 
ber.

Secretary Stuart announced today 
that ten million forest trees will be 
shipped this spring from the nurseries 
operated by the State Department of 
Forests and W'aters. From the Mont 
Alto Nusery in Franklin county there 
will be shipped 3,700,000 trees. 
The 
Clearfield nursery comes second with 
3,500,000 trees, and the Greenwood 
nursery’ in Huntingdon county 
will 
contribute 1,200,000 trees. In spite of 
the late spring, more than 400,000 
trees have been shipped already. 
The demand for forest trees has 
been so great this spring that the en­ 
tire nursery supply, except a few 
short-leaf pine, were allotted months 
ago. Several hunred forest land owm- 
ers, w'ho were disappointed in not 
getting trees this year, have already 
filed their applications for trees for 
the spring of 1927. 
Forest tree planting will be featured 
this spring in every county of the 
state. 
The 10,000,000 trees that will 
be planted will bring back to produc­ 
tion more than 9,000 acres 
of 
land. 
In 50 years, when many of these trees 
will be large enough to cut, they will 
produce more than 300,000,000 board 
feet of lumber urgently needed by the 
people and industries of the state.
